November 30.—Major 
Jorn R. rooke, retired, for- 
merly governor general of Cuba, to- 
day gave testimony before the senate 
committee -on military affairs which 
charged insubordination against Genera) 
Leonard Wood. General Brooke was be- 
fore the committee more iwan two hours 
and occupied the entire time in telling 
of General Wood's conduct at Santiago. 
The witness offered in support of his 
Statements many documents taken from 
records at the war department and sey- 
eral papers from his personal coliection. 
At the close of his testimony, a member 
o* the committee sald it is probable Gen- 
eral Wood will have to return from the 
Philippines and testify. 

One of the charges made by General 
Brooke is that General Wood violateé 
the order. which required him in making 
improvements in Santiago to submit es- 
timates: to” the governor general. As 
evidence of this violation General Brogke 
called attention to the building of bar- 
racks at Santiago. near the Morro, with- 
out General Wood's first having given 
notice to the department at Havana 
Gerperal Brooke said also that General 
Wood continually sent.communications to 
the war department oyer the head of his 
commanding  oficem,.. The ..witness, as 
sured tae committee that he cared noth- 
ing for the ignoring of his authority, but 
said that the proceeding had been detri- 
mental to military discrpline. 


General Brooke called to the attention. 
of the committee in support of an allega-. 


tion that General Wood had negiected 
to work ih harmony with the military 
governmént, the matter of General 
Wood's attitude toward the newspapers 
at Santiago, which repeatedly made at- 
tacks on General Brooke's administra- 
tion. General Brooke read a number of 
these uttacks and also his recommenda- 
tion to the war department that the pa- 
pers be suppressed unless they desisted. 
Wood Wanted Freedom of Speech. 
One of the extracts from The Inde- 
pendenci4, published at Santiago, which 
was read was a Ditter denuncjation of 
General Brooke, under the caption of 
“God Save Cuba.’ The article was based 
of General Brooke's order for the cen- 
tralization of affairs of the island by 
which receipts from al} custom houses 
were ordered sent to Havana. The arf- 
ticle, among other things, said that if 
carried into effect, the order soon would 
prohibit the people of Santiago from 
breathing without permission from Gen» 
eral Brooke; that it was a matter of 
lNfe and death to the province of San- 
tiago to get the order rescinded. 

General Brooke read a letter, which he 
had sent to the adjutant general of the 


war department asking that General 


Wood be instructed to prohibit the pub- 


lication of such articles during the period 
of military government. He also read 
General Wood's reply to the adjutant 
general, which, the witness said, had 
been sent over the head of his superior 
officer, saying that freedom of speech, 
untrammeled criticism of the military

Resolutions were adopted at the mas® 
meeting of the student body of the Tech- 
nological institute yesterday afternoon 
asking for the resignations of eight Tech 
students, Walter Hodgaen, of Athens, for- 
merly of Georgia; Will Davis, of Macon, 
formerly of Georgia; Dupont Guerry, of 
Macon, formerly of Georgia; Fred Rich- 


ardson, _ of Hartwell, formerly of 
Georgia; Joel Dean, of Rome; 
Earle Spencer, J. G. Burke and 


W. W. Dudley, who went to the Georgia- 
Auburn football game on Thankeagiving 
day instead of to the South Carolina- 
Tech game, which occurred at Piedmont 
park on the same day. 

The meeting, as announced in The Con- 
stitution, was held in the football hollow, 
at below the level of North avenue, and 
was called to order shortly after 5 
O'clock by J. M. Whitman, former assie- 
tant manager of the 1908 football team. 
The chairman ascended one of the banks 
which bounds the field, and spoke to his 
audience standing in the hollow below. 
and numbering about three hundred stu- 
dents. He told them that he believed 
that they all knew what they were called 
together for, and therefore he called on 
Jesse Thrash, captatn of the 1903 foot- 
ball team, for a speech. 

Captain Thrash stated that he thought 
that some discrimination should be made 
between the students who were on trial. 
He wished to make a difference between 
those who had always seemed to take 
& great interest in the affairs of the 
college and in her athletics, and those who 
did not care for either Tech or her ath- 
letics, and never made a pretense of 
doing so. For, he said, “I doubt if some 
of them even know what our colors are.” 
In the end, however, he urged that 
prompt and decisive measures be taken. 

Joe Hall, a prominent Tech student. 
was the next speaker. ‘A crisis has come 
in our college,’’ said he, 
that it Is necessary to take some action. 
We are just beginning to establish a col- 
Yege spirit here, and while ! dislike to 
make an example of anyone, I believe that 
it is best that an eternal example be 
made here,” 

Warm Resolutions Adopted.

If He Makes Unfavorable Re- 
port Colombia Will 
Begin War, 


HOW THE FIGHT WILL 
BE MADE ON PANAMA 


Parties of Three or Four Hundred 
Will Be Sent Along Coast of 
Panama, Pillaging and Burn- 
ing — May Attempt To 
aveach Panama Over- 
land. 


Colon, November 30:—Lois De Roux, 
who was a member of the Colombian 
house from Panama, who made a speecn 
iti the house October 2, warning Colombia 
to sign the Hay-Herran canal treaty im- 
mediately, or she would lose the isthmus, 
the day congress closed, and who was 
instrumenta| in bringing about the ap- 
pointment of Genera] Obaldia as gover- 
nor of Panama, has arrived here from 
Pogota, where he started November 1/4. 
Senor de Roux is a Panaman and owing 
to hig well Known political connec®fone 
he was subjected to annoyances and af- 
fronts at Bogota and on the Magdalena 
river, where at one place on the passage 
down a number of Colombians threatened 
to board the steamer and molest him. 
Trouble was averted by the captain cut- 
ting the vessel's moorings and dropping 
down stream. At Bogota efforts were 
made to persuade Senor de Roux to join 
the Reyes commission to the isthmus, 
but de Roux absolutely declined. 

United States Legation Guarded. 

When de Roux left Bogota the United 
States legation was guarded continually 
by fifty soldiers armed with rifles. Min- 
ister Beaupre mentioned that possibly he 
would come down the river, but.-appar. 
ently he has not decided to @o so. 

A governmental consulting committee 
has been formed at Bogota. It is con» 
posed of liberals, conservatives and na- 
tionalists. According to good authority, 
at one meeting of the committee the 
statement was. heatedly made that. Mr. 
Beaupre must be Killed whether the 
United States destroyed Cartagena or not 
in retaliation. Wiser counsels, however, 
prevailed. 

Bogota and the entire country is wait- 
ing to hear from General Reyes, whose 
grant of full presidential powers have 
been confirmed. While there is stili much 
talk in Colombia of raising a big army, 
nc actual steps in that direction have yet 
been taken. Public contributions ar 
being made and decrees are occasionally 
issued, referring to warlike preparations. 

Waiting for Reyes’ Report. 

Colombia possesses a great number of 
good rifles, some artillery and an ample 
supply of ammunition. Colombia has not 
lost the ideas of making an attempt to 
regain the isthmus. She still entertains 
hopes that General Reyes will succeed in 
effecting a satisfactory arrangement at 
Washington. 

Failing this, 
lieved, will undoubtedly 
isthmus, sending troops in small] parties 
of two or three hundred along both coasts. 
sufficiently inland to keep their move- 
ments secret, and on arriving on the bor- 
ders of Panama they will, it is said, be- 
gin a guerrila warfare, pillaging and 
burning. They may also, it is aileged, 
attempt to transport troops by sea in 
small .schooners and other such craft 
between unimportant and little known 
ports, noping to avold American gunR- 
boats. The Colombians think they can 
earry out such a movement wéthout the 
knowledge of the Americans and believe 
their soldiers can reach the borders of 
| Panama overland. 

Notwithstanding the Colombian govern- 
ment’s assurances all the political parties 
have not rallied fully to the support of 
the government in this crisis. The in- 
ternal political dissensions are  siowly 
growing more marked. The liberal revo- 
lutionary element particularly is showing 
signs of increasing discontent throughout 
the entire country and a recurrence of 
the recent revolt at any time within the 
next year would not surprise those’ who 
are familiar with Colombian affairs. On 
the contrary, it is fully expected.

Sensation When Ex-Cily Attor- 
ney of Grand Rapids Made 
His Confession, 


HE IMPLICATES MARY = 


PROMINENT CITIZENS 


Several Newspapers of City, He Al. 
leges, Were Bribed in. Connec- 
tion with Water Deals—Al- 
so Legislators and Al- 
dermen. 


Grand Rapids, Mich... November 30. 
The confession of ex-City Attorney Lant 
kK. Salsbury, in regard to the notorious 
water scandal fn this city, was told to- 
day for the first time in court at the pre- 
liminary examination of State Senator 
David Burns, and it has created a tre- 
mendous sensation on account of thr 
rnumber of prominent persons it impll- 
cates, in addition to the seventeen of- 
ficials and former officials who were ar- 
reated on bribery charges ten days ago. 

Never once did Salsbury have to refer 
to notes. He rendered his testimony 
readily and rapidly, giving names, dates 
and occurrences as though the allegtd 
events hagpened only last week instead 
of three years ago. 

The examination of Senator Burns was 
ccmpletely lost to view in the story af 
conspiracy as related by Salsbury. As 
names of many prominent men were men- 
tianed by Salsbury and the amount he 
paid to each for their influence or silence 
was given, there was a suppressed mur- 
mur of surprise throughout the thronged 
court room.

A 
great-grandfather is said to have mur- 
dered his wife and daughter in Maine. 
and to have beén adjudged insane and 
sent to an asylum, in which he diea. 
Van Dein, while not denying this report, 
would not confirm it. Roéski said that 
he heard of’ it from Van’ Dein in the 
Indiana dug out. 

Van Dein’s mother has been working 
with charitable organizations for several 
years, devoting much time to organiz- 
ing boys’ ciubs, the purpose of which 
was to Keep boys from: saloons, smoking 
and reading lurid lHterature. She tola 
Police Inspector Lavin today that she 
never -suspected her son of any wrong- 
doing. 

Gustay Marx today told the police of 
an atiempt which he saiu the other three 
members of the robber band had made 
to take his life. He declared that the 
three shot at him when they were plan- 
ning one of the abortive attacks.on the 
money wagon of the American Express 
Company. 

The prisoners scoff at the idea of a 
hereafter. Death ends all is their theory.

“Was her example nothing to you?’

“You mean you would not, don’t you?’ 

“Well, I didn’t—thaa’s all. I didn’t 
see things as she did.’’ 

“You have no remorse for the murders 
youn committed.’ 

“T can’t feel so bad about it.

The youthful sSelf-confessed murderers 
and train robbers, Peter Neidermeter, 
Harvey VanDein, Gustave Marx and 
were arraigned in court tonight.

UPHELD BY COURT 


United States ‘Supreme Court 
Says Slate Law is Constitutional 


A State as Guardian for Its People 
Has Power To Prescribe Condi- 
tions Upon Which It Will 
Permit Public Work 
To Be Done. 


Washington, November 30.—.ae United 
States supreme court today <ffirmed the 
constitutionality of the eight-hour law of 
the state of Kansas regulating labor on 
public works. Justice Harlan said that 
if the statute is mischievous, the respons!- 
bility rests with the legislators and not 
the courts. Chief Justice Fuller and Jus- 
tices Brewer and, Peckham dissented. 

The Kansas ldw, whose validity was 
called into question 4n the suit, was en- 
acted in (891 and provided that eight 
hours should constitute a day’s work for 
workmen employed by or on. behalf of 
the state. or by any county or city, or 
other municipality, in the state. It also 
prohibits contractors from requiring la- 
borers engaged On work for the state to 
perform more than eight hours laber in 
a day. Both fine and imprisonment are 
provided for violation of the law. 

The case decided today was that of W. 
W. Atkins v. the state of Kansas. Atkins 
had a contract with the corporation of 
Kansas City, Kans., for paving, and he 
was charged with requiring a workman, 
named Reese, to labor ten hours ‘a day. 
HKle was prosecuted in the state courts, 
where the decisions were uniformly 
against him. Atkins appealed from the 
decision of the state suprdme court to 
the supreme court of the United States, 
alleging that the statute is in violation of 
the first section of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution, in that it denied 
him the protection of law, and deprived 
him of property without due process. 
Justice Harlan In closing said: 

“Whatever may have been the inotives 
that controlled the enactment of the 
statute in question, we can imagine no 
possible ground to dispute the power of 
the state to declare that no one under- 
taking work for it or for one of its 
municipal agencies shall permit or require 
an employee On such work to labor in ex- 


flict punishment upon contractors who 
disregard such a regulation. It cannot 
be deemed a part of the liberty of any 
contractor that he be allowed to do public 
work in any mode he may choose to 
adopt without regard to the wishes of 
the state. On the contrary, it belongs to 
the state as guardian and trustee for its 
people, to prescribe the conditions upon 
whic& it will permit public work to be 
done. No court has authority to review 
its action in that respect.” 

Taking up the question of public policy, 
Justice Harlan said: 

“If it be contended to be the right of 
every one to dispose of his labor upon 
such terms as he dé@ems best—as un- 
doubtedly it 1#--and to make it a criminal 
offense for a contractor for public. work 
to permit or require his employees to per- 
form labor upon that work in excess of 
eight hours each day, is in derogation 
of the liberty of employees and employer, 
it is sufficient answer that no one is en- 
titled, of absolute right and as a part of 
his liberty, to perform labor for the state; 
and no contractor for public work can eéx- 
cuse a violation of his lawful agreement 
with the state by doing that which the 
statute. under which he proceeds, dis- 
tinctly forbids him to do.”

Louisiana Takes First Step 
For Fighting Cotton 
Curse. 


New Orleans, November 30.—Delegates 
from the parishes of Louisiana gathered 
here today to take part in the boll weevil 
convention called by Governor Heard. 
The meeting will decide whether or not 


the necessity exists for a special session ¢ 
of the state legislature to pass. laws 
Which will be of effect fn keeping the 
boll weevil out of Louisiana. Several 
addresses were made by cotton growers 
from Texas and Louisiana. 

John P. Parker, a wealthy cotton 
planter of Quachita parish, declared on 
the cotton exchange today that the boll 
weevil had invaded Louisiana. Mr. Par- 
ker exhibited three weevils which he 
Said were developed in Richland parish. 

The important papers before the day’s 
session were the opinion of Attorney 
General Walter Guion and Judge J. C. 
Pugh, of Shreveport, chairman of the 
legislative committee. Both held that 
the state had a right to enact remedial 
and preventive legislation. Congressman 
Breazeale brought a message from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wilson, announcing their willing- 
ness to further any action taken by the 
convention. 

The various addresses dealt with 
importance of the cotton industry of the 
country, the. immense amount involved 
and the seriousness of the threat of the 
boll weevil pest, which Is steadily snread- 
ing and which has so far defied exter- 
mination.

_ Promises More Than Fulfilled. — 
- The bureau of forestry “of the ‘de- 
partment.of agriculture is as enthusi- 
astic as a government bureau could 
well be over the xesults attained by 
the adoption of Dr. Charles H. Herty’s 
system of extracting turpentine, the 
details of which were first made pub-’ 
lic through The Constitution. 

Instead of the.23 per cent increases 
which it was predicted Dr. Herty’s 
system would bring, in comparison 


with the old boxing system, the ex- 


perments made by Dr. Herty under 
the direction of the bureau of forestry 
have raised this figure to more than 
36 per cent. 

In a bulletin just issued by the bu- 
reau, the prediction is made that 
when universally adopted in the south, 
as it is bound to be sooner or later, 
the new system will have raised the 
turpentine production of this country 
by more than a third, provided the 
same number of trees are used. 

This bulletin gives some highly in- 
teresting details showing the work 
which has been done. Two years ago, 
when Dr. Heriy first made known his 


' discoveries, he put 20,000 cups into 


operation. Last year this figure was 
increased to about 400,000, and this 
year @ conservative estimate places 
the number of cups to be used at 
The figures certainly show 


full appreciation of the value of the 
hew system. The change of methods 
has been so rapid that the pottery 
company which undertook to supply 
Operators with earthen cups has been 
unable to keep up with its orders and 
hes been obliged to refuse contracts 
for over two million cups. The pre- 
diction is made that the majority of 
the large turpentine operators will, 
as soon as the proper facilities can be 
secured, abandon the boxing system 
and extract their turpentine by means 
of cups and gutters. 


As the early experiments indicated, | 


the economic saving of this new dis- 
covery is enormous, not only because 
of the great increase in the amount of 
turpentine produced, but also, what is 
even more important, in saving the 
pine forests to the south. Instead of 
killing the trees, as the old system 
did, the new one ts not fatal to the 
life of the trees and does very little 
damage to the timber. 

The bureau of forestry has arranged 
to give the personal] assistance of Dr. 
Herty to turpentine operators who de- 
Sire to install the new system.

In the official tables of Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue Yerkes,

does not take high place, but it is not

Georgia still leads in the production 
of “moonshine.” The commissioner’s 
record of illicit distilleries shows that 
no other state has attained the heights 
of Georgia. During the year there 
were 621 illicit distilleries seized and 
either destroyed or removed by the 
cruel revenues operating in Georgia, 
with arrests numbering 971. 

Georgia’s nearest rival in this field 
is North Carolina, with 288 seizures 
and but 44 arrests. The value of 
property seized in Georgia is placed at 
$47,305; that in North Carolina at 
$21,804. 
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The New Woman in Hawaii. 

A cablegram from Honolulu an- 
nounces that Princess Theresa has de- 
termined to take up the politica] lead- 
ership of her late husband, Robert W. 
Wilcox, who was Hawalia’s delegate 
in the American congress, and to that 
end proposes to bring about a union 
between the home rule party and the 
democracy. 

It will be recalled that on the eve 
of the recent election, in which he was 
a candidate for sheriff, Wilcox died 
suddenly. This left the home rule 
party without an active leader and 
his widow, the princess, has deter- 
mined to take up the reins ‘which 
dropped from his hands. 

This advent of a woman into the 
active politics of Hawaii will doubt- 
less be hailed by the advocates of 
female suffrage as a triumph for their 
ideas, but it is no new thing to Ha- 
wailans. While there has been a very 
active controversy over the right of 
Mrs. Wilcox to assume the royal title 
of pricess, there has never been any 
dispute of her‘right to be recognized 
as one of the most powerful political 
factors which have been developed 
since the overthrow of the old Ha- 
walian monarchy. She was the power 
behind the throne in the promotion of 
her late husband’s political aspira- 
tions and in the development of the 
home rule party which put him into 
congress. Wilcox shone as an orator. 
No man in the islands. possessed* 
greater ability in swaying a native 
audience. Combined with his bold- 
ness in appealing to the race preju- 
dices of his people were all the tricks 
of the real orator. But Theresa was 
the political manager of the family. 
She mapped out the campaigns and 
presided over the councils of the 
party. 

The recognition of her leadership 
was universal. When, therefore, she 
openly assumes control, she is but 
stepping into her own.

the disserination of valuable agri- 
cultural literature, by which the large

This seems to us distinctly a move 
in the right direction. The present 
system is neither scientific nor effica- 
cious. Instead,sof bringing really ben- 
eficial agricultural results, congres- 
sional seed distribution has become 
nothing more than a means by which 
members of congress can keep them- 
selves in touch with their country con- 
stituents for political purposes. The 
rural voter may feel flattered when he 
receives a bunch of seed envelopes un- 
der the frank of his senator or repre- 
sentative, but as a rule thé seeds sent 
out ate of no particular value to him, 
and certainly of no value in the devel-

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SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
SECRETARY OFAGRICULTURE 


Sees a Menace in the Boll-Weevil-=-Tree=Planting 
is Progressing---General 
Conditions. 


Washington, November 30.—(Special.)— 
The seventh annual report of the present 
secretary of agriculture has been submit- 
ted to the president. It opens with @ 
discussion of the educatfiona! requirements 
of the research work of the department. 
Although the department has availed it- 
self to the fullest extent of graduates of 
the agricultural colleges, it has been nec- 
essary, in view of the rapid development 
of the work, to sé@cure competent men 
wherever they could be found. In the 
training of specialists for its various lines 
of work, the department has become 
practically a post-graduate institution. 
Mr Wilson, in Ulustration of this fact, 
reports the admiagion to the department 
since 1897 of 496 students; 249 of these 
are stil] in the department, not less than 
132 having passed into the classified s¢r- 


vice. 


Agricultural Products. 

Secretary Wilson reviews at length the 
production and exports of American ag- 
ricultura] products. The increase in the 
exports of farm products for the half cen- 
tury ended 190! was from $147,000,000 
to $952,000,000—550 per cent. The ex- 
ports of farm products for the closing de- 
cade of the last century was over $700,- 
000,000, and for 193 over $878,000,000, an 
amount second only to that of 1901. 

Cotton Exports. 

Althought the consumption of cotton in 
this country is greater than that of any 
other country in the world, yet, in ad- 
dition to supplying the home market, the 
south expofted last year over 3,500,000,- 
000 pounds om cotton, worth $317,000,- 


000 
Exports of Grain and Meat. 

Of graifi and grain products, the export 
«exceeded in value $221,000,000, and in the 
supply of animals, meats, and meat prod- 
ucts, the value of exportation was $211,- 
000,000. 

Farmer’s Balance of Trade. 

Discussing the balance of trade, the 
secretary. shows that the favorable bal- 
ance to the credit of this country is due 
ertirely to the farmers. The balance of 
trade in favor of farm products during 
the last fourteen years, no year excepted, 
aggregated $4,806,000,000. In products, 
other than those of the farm, during the 
game period, the balance of trade was 
adverse to this country to the extent of 
¢856,000,000. Our farmers not only can- 
celed this immense obligation, but placed 
$3,940,000,000 to the credit of the nation 
when the books of international exchango 
were balanced. He concludes that “It is 
the farmers who have paid the fofeign 
bondholders.” 

Agricultural Production. 

Reviewing the magnitude of. agricul- 
tural production, after giving the figures 
of the most important crops, Mr. Wilson 
states that the value of all farm prod- 


siderably exceeded théir value in the cen- 
sus year, when it was given at $3,742,- 
Volumes of Farm Animals. 

According to the department's inven- 
tory of farm animals for January |, 
1903, the value of horses was ever $1! ,000,- 
000,000, and of mules nearly $200,000,000, 
The value of cattle of all kinds con- 
siderably exceeded $1,900,000,000, ao 
sheep $168,000,000, and of hogs $365,-

The invasion of the cotton boll weevil 
has been a special menace to the cotton 
crop and has awakened widespread appre- 
hension as to the future of this crop. 
In addition to the excellent work of the 
division of entomology in combating this 
pest, the bureau plant industry has dur- 
ing the past year done considerable work 
with a view to securing, if possible. early 
and resistant varieties by Breeding and 
selection, 

Notwithstanding all that has been ac- 
complished, however, the boll weevil is 
constantly spreading north and east, and 
it seems but a question of time when it 
will reach all the cotton Browing states. 
The country is thus confronted with a 
very great problém, as the invasion of 
this insect necessarily means a complete 
revolution in present methods. The sec- 
retary reports that after a personal visit 
to the south and a thorough canvaas of 
the situation with representative men in 
congress and with others, he is of opin- 
fon that a cotton investigation fund 
should be appropriated for immediate use 
is connection with this problem.

That 's According to the tvi- 
dence of Pouch Maker 


Trial of Upten and McGregor 
Chargea with Conspiracy to De- 
fraud Gcvernment on Con- 
tracts for Mail 
Pouches. 


Baltimore, November 30.—The trial of 
Thomas W. McGregor and Columbus 
Ellsworth Upton, postoffice department 
employees, charged with conspiracy to 
defraud the United States government on 
contracts for mail pouches, was begun in 
the United States court today. 

Before the jufy was sworn, cotnsel for 
the defense offered two motions, one to 
quash the indictments and the other to 
require the government to elect upon 
which four counts in the indictment the 


government intended to proceed. Both 
motions were overruled by Judge Mor- 
ris. 
The government attorneys announced 
that they proposed to prove that Mc- 
Gregor and Upton had last winter gone 
to the leather store kept by Charles E. 
Smith, in this city, and had contracted 
with Smith to furnish the government 
with 20,000 leather pouches for use in 
the rural free delivery service at 90 cents 
per pouch, when as a matter of fact, 
Smith could make a good profit on them 
at 40 cents a piece. The difference be- 
tween 80 cents and 90 cents, on the con- 
tract, it was alleged, went into the pock- 
ets of McGregor and Upton, while 
Smith made his profit of [0 cents per 
pouch on each one and paid the remain- 
der, amounting to some $8,000, back to 
Upton and McGregor as a “rakeoff.” 
Smith was the only witness examined 
by the government today. He testified 
that Upton called at his store in 189! and 
exhibited to him a leather pouch, asking 
him what he could manufacture them for, 
and he said about 60 cents. He took the 
pouch and sent it to the Warren Manu- 
facturing Company, of Massachusetts. 
0 , Bmith said, in- 
hie. wien that they could furnish him 
the pouches at 37 '!-2 cents a piece, 
‘When the quotations came, he said Up- 
ton wrote him a letter to be sent to 
Superintendent of Free Delivery A. W. 
Machen, quoting the pouches at 90 cents 
a piece. He said he made a copy of the. 
letter from: the draft Upton had written 
and sent it to Machen. With the letter 
he said he sent Machen one of the sam- 


Ple pouches. i 

Subsequently Upton brought McGregor 
to his store and introduged him, and he 
agreed to give them 40 céfitg on each 
pouch furnished to the government, and 
this had been paid jo them on all the 
20,000 pouches which he furnished. 

The court adjourned until Wednesday, 
—_ the hearing of the case will be re- 
sumed.

pine Tariff Legislation. 

Washington, November 30.—It is net 
expected that a vigorous effort will be 
made at the approaching session of con- 
gress to enact proposed Philippine tariff 
legisition. Such legislation must be inf- 
tiated by the house of representatives. 
Although Governor General Taft, of the
